LONDON, Feb, 16.—Turkey will 
fight to the lest man to retain Con- 
stantinople, declared Talaat Bey, the 
new Turkish Grand Vizier, in a 
Statement before the chamber on 
the policy of the new Cabinet, ac- 
cording to a Constantinople tele- 
Sram forwarded by Reuter’s Ams- 
terdam correspondent. After re- 
ferring to the sacrifices Turkey had 
already’ made, Talaat Bey said: 

“We shall poeserve in this 
tie struggle in close fraternity of 
arms with our brave and victorious 
Allies until we have compelled our 
enemies to recognize our rights to 
existence. That is our aim.” 

It was impossible in the present

The report that Brand Whitlock,

EDUCATION BILL

ought to reduce to the minimum its 
naval establishment; that the En- 
ten Powers ought to maintain the 
status quo respecting theirs, but that 
Japan should complete her naval 
building programme. He believes, 
further, that the peace should pro- 
vide for the limitation of arma- 
ments. The world, he says, meaning 
the European wo is on the brink 
of bankruptcy. 

Marquis Okuma's utterances, 
which have just been received in 
Washington, follow: 

“If | am to be allowed to describe 
the prevailing conditions of the 
world frankly, | would say that the 
world is now on the brink of bank- 
ruptey, and the peace conference 
may well be regarded as a confer- 
ence for discussing means of allevi- 
ating the effects of that bankruptcy. 

“Fortunately, Japan has suffered 
no serious damage from the war, 
while America has kept aloof from 
the turmoil of hostilities, On the 
other hand, the European belligerent 
powers have exhausted their gold 
eurrency, and are consequently face 
to face with the necessity of chang- 
ing their conversion system. When a 
state suffers from a shortage of 
gold specie it is unable to pay out 
interest on its national loans. As a 
last resort, such a state will have to 
adopt a paper standard in lieu of the 
present gold standard. However hard 
America may try, she cannot but ac- 
cept paper money from a country 
which haa no gold currency to meet 
ites liabilities. Thus, a serious change 
in the omic world is anticipated. 

PREDICTS BIG CHANGE. 


“At the same time, we must look 
for a revolution in industrial, sci- 
entific and literary circles. Will the 
Japanese people be fully prepared 
for these revolutionary changes? 4

In order to establish such a 
permanent peace, it is of prime im- 
portance to place restrictions on the 
military strength of the world pow- 
ers, for military power is the foe of 
peace.

All the countries of the 
world should be made to abolish all 
armaments providing against an en- 
emy from without, retaining merely 
that portion which is easential to deal 
with possible civil disturbances. By 
way of punishment, the whole Ger- 
man navy should be surrendered, 
while her army should be reduced 
to one-third of its strength in pre- 
war days. Moreover, Germany should 
be deprived of all the colonies she 


possesses. 

“Both Great Britain and France 
ought to maintain their status quo 
in the matter of armaments. 

“In view of the considerable length 
of her coast lines and of the neces- 
sity of providing against the pirates 
with which the China seas are in- 
fested, Japan should be allowed to 
complete her naval replenishment 
programme she now has in hand, 
but her army should be limited to 
the present twenty-one divisions. 

ADVICE TO AMERICA. 


“As regards America, where is the 
necessity for her to expand her arm- 
aments? She ought to cut them 
down to the minimum. 

“It is no use for each of the pow- 
ers, who all live under the same God, 
to pray to that God for the Bbestowa!

NOVELTY PROGRAMME. 


SYMPHONY GIVES BRUCKNER 
WORK AND MELOLOGC. 


By Edwin Schallert. 

Anything so unusual as a 8ym- 
phony by Anton Bruckner and a 
“melolog” by a composer from a 
reighboring city would be caleulat- 
ed to excite the curiosity of the 
music-loving public, nearly any- 
where in this country. Consequent- 
ly the attendance at the seventh 
programme of the Symphony Or- 
chestra this season, yesterday aft- 
ernoon at Trinity, while not as 
large ag at some of the previous 
concerts, still made a very credita- 
ble showing. 

Aside from the interest attaching 
to the fact that his -works are 
heard with comparative rarity. 
Bruckner is regarded with a certain 


degree of suspicion. When a man 
has no well-established place in the 
world of art after his death, he is 
® great deal like one who in life 
follows some calling that is veiled 
in mystery. None ef the musical 
wleuths has been able to determine 
just exactly what Bruckner is or 
where he belongs, even though 
they trumpet their alleged findings. 
We will probably be hearing Bruck- 
ner and hearing of him much long- 
er than we expected, and shall con- 
tinue to know little or no reason 
why we should. 

The Symphony Orchestra played 
this composer's No, 3 Symphony itn 
D minor yesterday afternoon. This 
does not belong among the Bruck- 
ner works most generally per- 
formed. It is dedicated to Wagner, 
of whose genius the Austrian com- 
poser was a great admirer. 

Bruckner’s style is akin to the 
style of that unpopular novelist, 
George Meredith—‘chaos jlluminat- 
ed by flashes of light.” as OscaP? 
Wilde once said of the latter. The 
composer's secemingly-aimless wan- 
éerings will bring up with a start 
at some source of brilliant surprise. 
His sense of proportion was bad, 
and while tt makes his work wuf- 
usual, it also makes it lack perspec- 
tive and logical outlines. 

Nevertheless, there are sudden 
pauses, abrupt closes, great 
splashes of melody that In a min- 
ute will turn the tired feeling you 
feel at potntiess meanderings into 
astonished enthusiasm. Some of the 
effects Bruckner procures avold anyv- 
thing that savors of the common- 
place: if one could be as sure of 
the genius epring of his melodies, 
there would be no doubt about his 
place in music: he had a mastery 
of material, except that he does not 
use tt with judgment. 

The first and second movements 
of the symphony offered yesterday 
were not of consuming interest: but 
you awaken with a start to the 
fact that something is happening 
when the thira begins. This scherzo 
is brilliant tn the extreme. The 
finale is a trifle nolsy and raucous, 
but it has swiftness and dramatic 
interest. 

The orchestra has never given a 
more excellent account of itself in 
a work of this difficulty. I belleve 
Director Tandler at one time studied 
under Bruckner, and, mayhap, for 
this reason his rend‘tion appeared 
very authoritative. The work it 
unusually difficult, especially fag the 
brass section, which gave a verr 
clear-toned presentation of their

For the benefit of all who might 
be inclined to think that “Tie 
Hunter” hag somefBing to do 
the pastimes of a nimrod, I will state 
once and for all that it is an alle- 
gory. It has more symbolism.t6 the 
square inch of paper than some of 
Maeterlinck’s plays or the Book of 
Mormon. It is supposed to concern 
the search of a man for truth, and 
following a most painful time where 
he has to turn loose pretty birds that 
sing sweet songs, after going to the 
treuble of catching them, leave 
all his friends behind him, putter 
around in valleys full of ashes and 
climb viciously steep mountains, un- 
til he is an old man, all he gets. 
for his trouble is a fenther. or 
course, it is declared to be a feather 
from the bird of truth, and the 
hunter is supposed to have been able 
to secure it by leaving behind him 
all ideas and ideals of beauty and 
imagination and {f{mmortality, and 
climbed the mountains of dry facts 
and stern realities. 

Well, never mind the allegory 
which, by the way, is clothed in 
beautiful wording and style. Com- 
poser Edwards has done everything 
on hts part to help smooth the way 
in his very pleasant and effective 
music. I am sorry he did not pick 
some subject of leas restricted appeal 
than this Shreiner prose poem. Ed- 
werd« has used his motifs and built 
up his musical ideas with judgment 
and ‘skill, and his orchestration ts 
excellent. He was given a hearty 
reception by the audience, and made 
a very winning speech. 

While personally I have no great 
for the pronunciation of Fng- 
lish which admits of the “yee-ahs 
and yea-ahs” for plain “years and 
years,” there be those to whom the 
same may appeal. And they will no 
douht enjoy Miss Crawlev's reading 
of Shretner’s text to the full. I have 
seen her do some things better than 
this reading, but her work, in so far 
as it follows traditional lines, may 
be said to be capable. and her 
methods to emphasize the dramatic 
epirit fairly. It is not easy to read 
anything so overburdened with 
symbolism as “The Hunter.” 

The closing offering of the pro- 
gramme, Saint-Saens's “Phaeton” 
brought sunshiny brilliance to 
liehten the rather severe character 
of the programme as a wh The 
concert is interesting chiefly because 
of the novelties it offers. And 
many thanks for a chance to hear 
Pruckner’s symphony, despite its na- 
tive peculiarities. The programme 
will be repeated tonight.

Northern 
Minnesota: This news crops out in 
a bill introduced in the House of the 
Legislature to appropriate $100,000 to 
employ deputy sherifis to suppress 
emergency labor disorders. Joseph 
itor, national organizer of the Indus- 
trial Workers of the World, was on 
hand with the declaration that “the 
cards were stacked.” He alleged that 
the hearing was in no way in sympathy 
with his organization. In the langua 
of Shakespeare, one may exclaim: “It 
needs no ghost come from the grave 
to tel] us that.” 

Of all the Republican States in the 
country, Minnesota has been a leader 
in the so-called Progressive movement 
which was sowing the wind of which 
the State is now reaping the whirl- 
wind. 

There is such a thing as carrying 
sympathy too far and letting agitation 
run riot. San Francisco has catered 
to the demands of labor unions for 
many years, and now finds _herself 
where Minnesota is, with its back 
against a wall, compelled cither to 
fight or submit to be crushed. San 
Francisco business men have been 
pusillanimous for years, and now find 
themselves like the fabled rat in the 
corner, where théy must either fight or 
be annihilated. 


During the current week a letter has

man in San Francisco who publishes 
a monthly paper and finds it impossible

He invited 
bids from Los Angeles printing con- 
cerns with the intention of moving the 
enterprise to this city, where the open 
shop is the policy of employers: He 
is not the first to be compelled to take 
this course, and the open shop has been 
the salvation of Los Angeles indus- 
trially for many years. 


Well, San Francisco's business men 
with their backs to the wall are now 
putting up a magnificent fight against 
the tyrannous demands of labor 
tinions, and are in a fair way to win. 
They will win if they only persist in 
their resistance to the unfair, unen- 
durable demands of Gompers’s crowd. 
They. will persist if they have a leader 
who has backbone and nerve enough 
to defy the demands of the labor tyrant 
who has held the city in thralldom for 
so many years. The le are always 
ready for a fight to the finish if only a 
leader appears to inspire confidence. 
Such a leader apparently appeared at 
last in San Francisco in the person of 
the president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and behind this leadership is 
arrayed the whole slendid manhood of 
business San Francisco. 

So far we have not heard. of a single 
newspaper in San Francisco taking up 
the fight in réal earnest, but that will 
come in good time. The pusillanimity

Field for Our Business. 


W. BRUNTON, owner of the 

« largest flour mills in Australia and 
a world figure in the grain business, 
has been in Los Angeles recently. He 
paid a ‘visit to the large flour mills in 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and San 
Diego. In regatd to the present con- 
dition of the grain and flour business 
in Australia, he said that the Australian 
government had, taken over the entire 
crop of wheat of the last season, and the 
prospect was that it would take over 
the coming crop as well. The trouble 
is that Australia is suffering from lack 
of ships to transport her grain to other 
parts of the world. He,as well as 
others, regards Australia as a very 
good place to build up a profitable busi- 
ness. 

This is one of the effects of the great 
war. It will open up many fields for 
American business men that should be 
occupied just as soon as possible. It 
is the consensus of opinion of all those 
nearest in touch with the situation that 
after the war there will be a great 
struggle for commerce on the part of 
the belligerents, and with the high 
wages paid in America compared with 
those prevailing in Burope it will be 
very, difficult for us to meet the sharp 
competition for business all over the 
world. 

Of course, a great many men have 
been killed in the war, and a great 
many others have been injured, some 
beyond remedy, Wages have increased 
there since the waf opened. But in 
spite of these influences it is the 
opinion of those best qualified to speak 
on the subject that competition for 
business after the war in every country 
in the world will be quite as sharp as 
before the conflict broke out, indeed, 
possibly sharper. 
will be so near exhaustion and so bur- 
dened with debt that every person there 
will be forced to face the inevitable. 
It looks as if wages would recede to the 
original level, if not lower, for necessity 
knows no law and the greatest neces- 
sity on earth is to get bread for the 
day, so that to pay for supplies it will 
be necessary to sell s, and to sell 
goods in competition with rivals 
will mean to sell them for whatever 
they will bring. 


A Desperate Experiment.

In any case, the carrying fleet of the 
world will be very much reduced, and 
after the war is over it will take years 
to replenish the lost ships of the world- 
Britain, being the greatest factor in the 
carrying trade, wil] be the greatest suf- 
ferer, in the future as she been in 
the past, but on the contrary her vast 
material resources will enable her to re- 
habilitate her fleet more promptly than 
her rivals. Of course all the countries 
will be burdened with debt, but nations 
cannot be exterminated and some way 
will have to be found to bear these bur- 
dens and to give the nations an oppor- 
tunity of pursuing their industrial life 


. after the war as before it. 


The way this question bears practi- 
cally on us in America lies in the op- 
portunity it gives us of re-establishing 
a ynerchant marine. We are now sec- 
ond in the way of carrying capacity on 
ithe waters of the earth, falling right in 


line after Great Britain. But two-thirds 


of our merchant marine is engaged in 
lake traffic and river traffic of the coun- 
.try, and the rest of it is mostly engaged 
in coastwise trafic from one port to an- 
other of America. This traffic is pro- 
tected by law exclusively for A can 
use. To compete on the seven seas 
‘with our business rivals will require

The control and ad- 
ministration of the memorial will be in the 
hands of the board of regents of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, of which the President 
of the United States is exofficio presiding 
officer, and the Chief Justice the chancellor. 

“You know,” said Mrs. Dimock, “that 
Washington declined a salary for serving as 
President, and he also declined many valu- 
able gifts which were offered him in lieu 
of money for his services, saying that there 
might come a day when it might be said 
that his judgment was biased on their ac- 
count. He made an exception, however, in 
the case of two gifts from. Virginia, pro 
vided Congress would permit him to Jeave 
them to the cause of education. One of

“The other, mentioned in his will ad Po 
tomac Company shares, equivalent to $25,000 
in money, was left as a nucleus @ na 
tional university. After the death of Wash 
ington this company. was reorganized, and 
it is generally understood that the value of 
these bonds was entirely wiped out, and all 
that is left to us is the great thought and 
the great wish that he might do something 
for the education of his beloved country. 

“With the provision for educational in-

What Alaska needs is more prospectors 
end modern machinery and cheap fuel to 
get the gold out of the earth. The prospec 
tors will come with the completion of the 
railroad, and with it we will have cheap 
coa) for the camps. As to machinery, it is 
being dragged in by horse power and man 
power, and the railroads will put it inte 
hundreds of places where it cannot go now. 
Change of Methods. 


The gold mining of today is far different 
from that of the past. It has changed from 
a gambling to a manufacturing proposition; 
from a speculation to an industry. By gold 
manufacturing I mean the mining of gold 
at such a low cost that it is an industrial 
proposition. The bulk of the gold of our 
forefathers came from the pick, shovel and 
rocker of the individual miner. The bulk 
of the gold of today is gotten out by com- 
panies which have capitals of millions of 
dollars, and whose prefits come from oges so 
poor that our forefathers could not have 
mined them at a profit. This is so of the 
Transvaal, which has produced more than 
$2,000,000,000 worth of gold since the first 
@iscoveries were made about a generation

Like milk, and unlike meats, eggs do not 
contain substances convertible tn the body 
into uric acid.

Similarly, the producer of eggs should have 
nests clean and sanitary and should collect 
eges frequently. It also is well to insure the 
production of eggs with good keeping quall- 
ties by producing only infertile eggs after 
the hatching season. 

In addition to cleanliness and freshness, 
the housewife when purchasing eggs should 
consider size and freedom from cracks Eggs 
vary so im size that a dozen large and a 
dozen emall eggs purebased at the same 
price per dozen may differ as much aa 25 
per, cent. in the value of the food elements 
furnished. Perhaps the fairest wey to buy 
or sell eggs is by weight. Because of the 
wide variations tn the size of eggs, it also 
is coming to be recognized that more accu- 
rate results in recipes can be obtained by 
weighing or measuring the eggs out of their 
shella. Cracked eggs are undesirable be 
cause the breakin@of the shel] makes pos- 
sible the entrance of bacteria and filth.

The Care of the Droppings. 


A late bulletin of the Agricultura) Depart- 
ment contains some pertinent suggestions 
on the care of chicken manure Allowing 
for the fact that ordinary poultry droppings 
contain fertilizing constituents which would 
cost 20 to 25 cents if bought in the form 
of commercia) fertilizers at ordinary prices, 
conservation becomes an economic problem. 
A Sock of 100 hens-would at this rate pro 
duce manure worth $20 to $25 per year. Uf, 
however, the manure is not properly cared 
for, as much as one-half of ite fertilizing 
value is likely to be lost. To prevent loss 
frequent cleaning of the dropping boards 
is necessary, and some sort of absorbent 
should be used daily. The use tn moder 
ate quantities of fine, dry loam or road dust, 
or, preferably, mixtures of these with such 
materials as land plaster, acid. phosphate 
and potash salts, has been recommended. 
Sawdust also has been used with good re 
sults at the rate of ten pounds per hen per 
year mixed with sixteen pounds of. acid 
phosphate and eight pounds of kainit. This 
gives a fertilizer which. contains about 25 
per cent. of nitrogen, 4.5 per cent. of phos 
phoric acid and 2 per cent. of potash, and 
is worth about §10 per ton at ordinary 
prices for these fertilizing constituents. Rh 
is a better-balanced fertilizer than manure 
alone and is usually in better mechanical 
condition for. application to the soil by 
means of fertilizer distributors or manure 
spreaders.

Every little while a complgint reaches 
this department that people's hens do sot 
produce, and wanting to know the reason. 
To all such there can be made no specific 
reply, much less a definite remedy assigned. 
The factors that enter into a good egg yield 
are several, viz, good stock, comfortable 
quarters, .proper food, sufficient exercise, 
cleanliness and favorable climatic condi- 
tions. With the exception of the latter, a 
declining egg yield in Southern California 
may be due to any one or more of the first- 
mentioned causes. For this reason each 
case is peculiar to itself, and the remedy 
rests largely with the owner of the hens 
rather than writing for reasons and reme- 
dies. If all the conditions are right. then 
the situation indicates a race of poor pro 
@ucers—drones that had ‘better go to re 
plenishing the family dinner rather than the 
egg basket. Each poultryman should study 
his flock carefully and by close observation 
learn their requirements.

If there ts a large enough propor- 
tion of this gelatinous Substance im the soll 
it is more fit for brick making than agricul- 
ture. Lime is of an opposite nature, being 
crystalline and diffusabie and it penetrates 
this gelatinows mass and separates it by 
making combination with the silica, leaving 
the clay sugary in consistency. This is 
called floculiting the elay. The clay will 
take water and drain more readily as the 
result of the lime application. There is an- 
other way »y which lime improvés the tex- 
of the soll. it best explained by not- 
ing the action of lime paste and whitewash. 
A puddied or pasty condition of ime or a 
“whitewash when spread on a. surface of 
either wood or stone clings to it. Thus if 
the stone or wood be dipped in lime white. 
wash it is surrounded with a film of lime. If 
the material be brick or some porous stone 
the lime liquid penetrates the capillaries, or 
as we say takes root, liming or filling the 
spaces or cavities. This kind of action 
clothes the particles of the soil with a lime 
coating and the result is that the particles 
are kept from running together or adhering 
to one another. Thus a loose granular soil 
is formed by diffusing lime through the clay. 
This same action works in a different way 
on sand, with which it acts as a weak cement 
by binding together the smooth silicious par- 


ticles, making a firmer and more stabdle soil.

Sulphate of iron and Lime. : 


Sulphate of iron should not be applied to 
solis poor in lime, for it is in such cases 
that the poisonous action of sulphate of iron 
on plants is possible. Such powerful chem- 
leal cOmpounds as sulphate of iron coming 
into easy solubility in the soil must first find 
proper chemical! elements in the soil to mod- 
ify its action, and lime is especially the ma- 


terial necessary in this case. A disregard of. 


this important point may render the applica 
tion of sulphate of iron harmful, On a soil 
exceedingly rich in organic matter, as.for 
instance a bog soll, sulphate of tron acts as 
a deterrent to nitrification’ unless lime be ap- 
plied with it, in which case its results are 
actually beneficial, as the iron compound and 
the lime equalize or establish equilibrium be- 
tween both salts. It has sometimes been 
argued that the quantity of sulphate of iron 
that should be added to a soil would not be 
sufficient to neutralize an excess of Mme, but 
su*h reasoning can be met with the answer 
that small amounts, say 100 pounds of sub 
phate of ammonia and other compounds, 
show remarkable effects on the soil and crop 
and it is not necessary to provide creat quan- 
tities of these things to obtain results.

There 
is every reason to believe, from such inves- 
tigations as have been made, that iron is one 
of the necessary elements of plant life; but 
it is equally indispensable for species that 
do not construct chlorophyll, as has been 
shown by the work of Pfeffer. it is probably 
this general admission by writers, who as- 
sumé as correct accorded theory on such 
subjects, that has led up to the more or less 
genera! conclusion that> some compounds of 
iron will cure chlorosis of the plant.

Thos the Indian says there were aot al 
ways Baby Blue-Eyes scattered broadcast 
on our hills and banked in serried beds in 
our open canyons. He says that his people 
had lived here for many generations before 
the earth was flecked with these lowly flow- 
ers which are made from bits of heaven's 
own bine. Is not the vision of their coming 
compelling enough to be remembered? 

The Indian's hair is black, his eyes dark, 
and his skin swarthy; at least so are all 
those of the tribe whose biood is pure. But 
it sometimes happens that the blood of an- 
other race is mixed with that of the In- 
dian. And this blood, though it be ever so 
little, will bring forth now and then some 
ehild of the cast of the foreign parentage. 
In this way it happened in a certain indian

The Tragedy of War. 

[| Metropolitan: ] Wordsworth sald he 
coulé write Shakespeare if he had a mind 
to, and Charlies Lamb retorted that it was 
just the “mind” that was lacking. Granted 
the poets, I see no inherent reason why the 
raw stuff of today should not be transfigured 
into tragic poetry in “the grand style.” The 
war certainly, as M. Giraud says, offers us 
matter enough. Nor is it Wanfing in sug- 
gestions of manner. 

For the man in the street the grand 
tragedy of the war was to be the fate of the 
Kaiser, passing in punishment for his hubris 
from the apex of an empire to St. Heleria, 
or Devil's Island, of & cage, or even, ac 
cording to Punch, a gibbet. This concept 
of tragedy by “decline and fall” is the con- 
ventional one. It is the tragedy of Agamem- 
non in ‘Aeschylus’, of Wolsey and Richard 
II in Shakespeare: 

For God's sake let us sit upon the ground 
And tell sad stories of the Death of Kings. 

But who cannot see that this isolation of 
an individual is utterly disproportionate to 
the gigantic scale and issues of the war? 
Already, in fact, the Kaiser has receded into 
the background even in Germany, where 
Von Hindenburg and three or four others 
take precedence in the popular imagination. 
The fall of the Kaiser would be almost 
anecdotal in relation to the real theme of 
the world tragedy. 

The young German students who in de- 
fense of thelr state concept advanced in 
close formation under a hellish British fire. 
singing “Die Wacht am Rhein,” saw them- 
selves fighting for a modern Athens, men- 
aced by a)! the world’s evile and by barba- 
rians of every hue. To the flower of Engiand 
fresh from the public schools, who freely 
and in the cause of freedom had thrown up 
their careers with a gallant gesture, it was 
those very students who were barbarians 
and devils. Here is the true tragedy of the 
war, here the core of its pathos. “For the 
masses,” writes a Timeé correspondent, “it 
is a purely defensive war brought about by 
a wanton attack of jealous foes upon the 
most peaceful country in the world.” He 
happens to be writing of Germany, but the 
description will fit any of the many belliger- 
ents. “The people are inspired by faith 
that their cause is absolutely justified. They 
take their losses as a kind of religious 
sacrifice.” There lies the spiritual tragedy 
of our mutual murderings.

If ordinary hens are to be used for hatch- 
ing the turkey eggs, a separate henhouse 
and yard should be provided for the com- 
mon poultry. 

For the turkeys, when they are to be 
raised for the most part without range, I 
know of nothing better than an open-front 
shed, divided into compartments, with run- 
ways, the larger the better, in front of 
each compartment. Compartment dimen- 
sions should be not less than ten by ten 
feet, and only chicken wire is neceasary to 
separate the compartments. 

For* convenience’s sake there should be 
an ample number of doors; one should icad 
from each compartment to the next; one 
should lead from each compartment to the 
runway in front, and one should lead into 


each runway from outside. The front of . 


the house should be screened with chicken 
wire, in order that the birds may be shut 
in during particularly inclement weather. 
The floor of each compartment should be 
covered to the depth of an inch or so with 
clean, dry litter, of bean straw or hay or 
the like. The roof of the turkeytiouse 
should be single-pitch, with the open front 
at the higher elevation; the roosts should 
be viaced well toward the roof at the back 
and provided with dronping-boards. 

To see the advisability of all these pre 
cautions one need only realize that turkeys 
im confinement need far more attention than 
birds ranging wild under natural conditians, 
The separate compartments make it posst- 
ble to divide the flock into small units, 
which will almost always do better than «4 
single large yarded flock. To keep the 
birds from flying out of their ranways one 
wing must be clipped, or the yards covered 
with chicken wire. The numerous doors 
will be found invaluable in saving time, 
which is always an important element fn all 
successful poultry raising: they will alse 
make it possible to shift the birds about. or 
catch them, rezdily, as well as allowing 
passage from place to place without fricht 
ening the birds unduly.

VERSIONS BY DIFFERENT HISTORIANS 
ON THE MONMOUTH INCIDENT. 
BY ALLEN HENRY WRIGHT. 

That even historians differ quite decidedly 
in their renditions of narratives concerning 
prominent events in the annals of a country 
has been shown probably as plainly as in 
any one instance in the matter of the rebuke 
which Gea. George Washington gave to Gen. 
Charlies Lee upon the field of Monmouth dur- 
ing the Revolutiotiary War. 

Among the great historians of thie coun 


. try Benson J. Lossing has been conceded a 


prominent place, and he had already made 
a name for himself as eafly as 1856, a4 ie 
shown in a letter of introduction, now & 
part of the collection of autographs belosig- 
ing to the writer, in which William Cullen 
Bryant, writing under date of October %. 
1856, from New York, addressed to Col. 
John C. Fremont, afterward general, says: 
“The bearer of this note is Benson J. Los 
sing, Esquire, author of the Pictorial Field 
Book of the Revolution, a very meritorious 
work. He desires a moment's conversation 


_ with you on soOme matter, the nature of 


which I am not informed of, and I take the 


liberty of giving bim this introduction.” 


It was Im one of his publications that 
Historian Lossing made a statement which 
stirred Edward Everett, one of the great ora- 
tore of hig day, well versed in the history 
of his country, to address the following let- 
ter to him, this letter aleo being in the 
writer's collection: 

“Boston, July 14, 1862. 


“My dear Mr, Lossing: 


“Can you give me the authority for the 
statement that Gen. Lafayette told Gov. 
Tompkins in 1824, that at Monmouth Gen: 
Lee was called by Washington ‘a d—d pol- 
troon?’ 1 am very much inclined to distrust 
anecdotes of this kind. At the court-mar- 
tial, when it was the interest of. Gen. Lee to 
make out as strong a case of provocation 
as possible, to excuse his Jrriting disrespect-

In Jared Sparks’s “Life’of George Wash- 
ington,” after telling of the discovery by 
Washington of the fact that Lee had or- 
dered a retreat before Clinton's troops, he 
says: 

“Washington rode immediately to the rear 
of the retreating division, where he found 
Gen. Lee, and, accosting him with a warmth 
in his language and manner which showed 
his disappointment and displeasure, he or- 
dered the troops to be formed and brought 
inate action.” 

Sparks admits that Washington was some- 
times hasty in hie manner and adds “his 


says: “In this 
situation he was met by Gen. Washington, 
who, riding up to Gen. Lee, addressed him 
in terms that implied censure. Lee 
answered with warmth and disrespectful 
language.” 

In Joel T. Headley’s “Washington and His 
Generals” the reader finds in the chapter de-

Possibly the life of Washington, which his 
namesake, Washington Irving, wrote, is one 
of the best known of all. Im that we find the 
following concerning the Monmouth inci- 
dent: “By this time he (Washington) was 
thoroughly exasperated. ‘What is the mean- 
ing of all this, sir?’ demanded he, in the 
sternest and even flercest tone, as Lee rode 
up to him. Lee for a moment was discon- 
certed, and hesitated in making a reply, for 


- Washington's aspect, according to Lafayette, 


was terrible. ‘1 desire to know. the meaning 
of this disorder and confusion,’ was again 
demanded, still more fiercely. Lee, stung by 
the manmer more than the words of the de 
mand, made an angry reply and provoked 
still sharper expressions which have been 
variously reported.” 

Gen. Bradley T. Johnson's “General Wash- 
ington” is an interesting “life,” and in that 
one reads of the Monmouth incident as fol- 
lows: “This message (telling of Lee's re- 
treat) overflowed the cup of patience and 
broke the back of self-control.

DRY likely, there are parts of this 
country where garden vegetables are 
produced in greater quantity than in 
California. But it is a safe assertion to 
make, that in no other part of this land of 
ours do the rea. out-of-doors gardens pro 


produced by the mingling of the practical 
and the artistic in the vegetable garden and 
the flower garden that gives added interest 
to living in California, especially in the sea- 
son Which we call winter. Here our spring 
begins with the ending of summer. We are 
planting in February, in May and again in 
. Indeed, many gardens are culti- 
vated every month in the year. And this 
condition distinguishes this section of the 
country from all others. Flowers are bloom- 
ing and gardens producthg the year around. 

In writing about the ‘vegetable gardens 
of California, the writer wishes to give im- 
portance to the growing disposition of 
people to cultivate these gardens for their 
own use. And, althaqugh the market garden- 
ing of this State is a very important in- 
dustry, in the mind of the writer, its im- 
portance is less in comparison with the 
economical advantage of our people growing 
at least a part of their necessities on their 
own lands. With the evident inclination of 
all food products to attain, permanently, @ 
higher scale of prices, the production of 
greater supplies, spread over a greater area, 
with the idea in mind to make the soil help 
in maintaining the balance between income 
and expenditures, is the most reliable factor 
in solving this perplexing question of how 
to live within our incomes, 

Beginning with the Ifttile “two by four” 
strip of garden in the sunny corner of the 
back yar¢, where the fruit trees permit sun- 
ligt to enter, the small plantings of let 
tuce, seed cnions and radishés, thousands of 
our people are learning to do better. The 
back garden is no longer a joke. A con- 
siderable space is sét apart for the “regu- 
Tomatoes, peas, beans and 
sweet corn have been added to the “elemen- 
tals” named above and in some gardens 
are foung rows of potatoes. With the 
present prices demanded for potatoes, 
backed by the evident fact that they will 
not, at least for some time to come, be any 
lower, potatoes would seem to claim first at- 
tenn, on account of being the most needed 
vegetable. And so, the large number of our 
people now growing vegetables in out-of-the- 
Way corners, is being increased by the many 
who are doing it on a larger scale for the 
economical advantage. This gives im- 
portance to the subject of private gardening. 

We learn from the figures, officially cor- 
rect, that California has 99,617,280 acres of 
land and did have a little more land before 
the overfiow of what is known as tie Sal- 
ton Sea. Two hundred thousand acres are 
now submerged. Of this land area 27,931,444 
acres are designated as farms, of which I1,- 
289,894 acres are improved. The value of 
the farm property at the time of the last 
census, 1910, was given at $1,614,604,584. Of 
course, this land has improved in value since 
then, But, why extend these figures, already 
beyond the comprehension of most of us? 
The only thing about the statement that we 
would like to change is the average size 
of the farm, 316 acres. Large acreages of 
grazing lands are included in the cultivated 
farms, which makes the average seem very 
large. For intensive effort smal! farms are 
required. There are still nearly 5000 farms, 
ef above 1000 acres. This is by far too 


many. 

At the present time the largest number of 
farms are 100 acres up to 600. But the 
emalier farms are rapidly growing more 
and now number upward of 25,000, of be

intensive cultivation which will, undoubt- 
edly, be the rule in agricultural operations 
in the years to come. 

Official returns from the State statistician 


show 43,145 of the farms above stated as. 


having gardens, with an acreage 
of 79,163. It is likely that most of these 
farms reporting vegetable gardens have 
some commercial value to them. Of the 
thousands of gardens growing vegetables 
for family use, nothing is said, quite likely. 
With the acreage of potatoes added to these 
figures, there were 151,962 farms growing 
vegetables in this State. ~ 

The writer finds on close examination of 
the figures given by the State statistician, 
that considerable confusion occurs in trying 
to make the United States census figures 
serve the purpose which only the State of- 
ficials afe supposed to carry out. It is the 
judgment of practical farmers that tens of 
thousands of vegetable-grdwing farms should 
be added to the above figures. The same 
authority gives the value of the vegetahjes 
raised at $12,121,958, which goes to show 
that there are more farms producing veg- 
etables of commercial value. 

The value of the products of classified 
vegetable farms for the year stated is given 
at $6,886,000. All vegetables of civilization 
may be grown in California. Those leading 
in commercial importance are potatoes, both 
irish and sweet, tomatoes, asparagus, arti- 
chokes, cauliflower, cabbage, lettuce, onions, 
péas, beans, beets and also sweet corn. All 
of these are grown in large quantities for 
export trade. They are shipped both fresh 
and put up in cans. 

Vegetable gardening on a commercial 
scale of importance started in California in 
the early years of 1880 when the first car- 
load of vegetables was shipped out of the 
State. Since that time the growing and 
shipping have advanced unt!) today the out 
put is enormous. The average annual ship- 
ments of carloads are now given as follows: 
Potatoes, 10,000; asparagus, 350; artichokes, 
150; celery, 2500; caulifiower, 800; cabbage, 
1000; lettuce, 300; tomatoes, 300; onions, 
2000; mixed vegetables such as peas, beans 
and sWeet corn, 1000. 
cars of fresh vegetables. 

Shipments are made to all parts ot 
America. Both north and south parts of the 
State contribute to this production. The 
rich delta lands of the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin rivers produce great quanaities of 
potatoes, onions, celery and asparagus. Los 
Angeles county produces tomatoes, cabbage 
and cauliflower in abundance. This county 
contributes a greater and more varied sup- 
ply of vegetables than any other portion of 
the State. Orange county produces ‘large 
amounts of tomatoes, celery, cabbage and 
the smaller vegetable products. From this 
county there is‘annually shipped over 1000 
carloads of celery. The Orange county 
celery has a reputation that insures the 
highest market price, in both Canada and 
the United States. 

The California Vegetable Union is one 
of the largest mutual concerns operating 
on this Coast. It now controls about. forty 
packing-houses in California. Vegetables, 
fresh for the markets, Is the exclusive bus- 
inmess of this concern. The main office is 
in Los Angeles, with branches in San Fran- 
cisco, Stockton and Sacramento. Repre- 
sentatives of this company are kept in the 
principal markets of this country and 
Canada. About 80 per cent. of the celery 
and asparagus produced are handled by the 
company. Lands im favorable locations are 
owned and others leased and operated by 
this company. Encouraging help is also 
extended to vegetable growers to co-operate 
with the Union in growing special lines for 
the market The company guarantees to 
find the market for the growers and to ob- 
tain the best prices. 

The canning of both fruits and vegetables 
has now become a great industry tn Cali- 
fornia, and together with the canning of 
fish and other meats on the Pacific Coast, 
is now one of the great sources’ of supply 
in the economic requirement of the world. 
The output of some canned vegetables, 
especially asparagus, which was merely 
nominal in 1910, has now reached the re- 
markable figures of 193,500 cases, valued at 
mearly $1,800,000.

Consumers in the United States have been 
fortunate in receiving a goodly portion of 
the wool clip of the United Kingdom. This 
is perhaps due largely to the fact that the

the price would sag, and partly because of 
the bearing that such exports have had upon 
the balance of trade and upon the rate of 
exchange between the two mations.

In analyzing the changes in the woo) situ- 
ation as wrought by the war a primary con- 
sideration is the decrease in the production 
of woo! during the period of conflict. This 
may be ascribed toa certain extent to a loss 
of many wool-bearing sheep in the southern 
hemisphere during the past year due to the 
extreme drouth which has prevailed. More 
than this, however, the immense drain on 
the labor resources of many great wool-pro- 
ducing countries whence men have been 
called to the colors has resulted in a dearth 
of help to properly care for the sheep 4 
ing critical periods. These factors cou 
with the increased demand for sheef as 
food have depleted the supply of sheep to 
such an extent that it will take years to 
bring it back to normal or before-the-war 
figures.

which had been accumulated through the 
years. Whereas under normal conditions 
the wool fibers are used over and over again, 
during the present wartime period the ma- 
jority of the army clothing has been de- 
stroyed outright. The amount of wornout 
fiber thus destroyed would run to enormous 
figures. Thus what has taken years to ac 
cumulate is being destroyed seemingly over 
night and with no evident prospect of re- 
placement for many years to come. 

The results of these war-time changes are 
already evident. Markets which Germany, 
England, France, Italy and the other Eu- 
ropean countries had taken years to build 
up have been abandoned without notice and 
for an indefinite time. Other nations like 
Japan and the United States and more re 
cently Italy have not been loth to grasp the 
opportunities thus offered and have exerted 
every effort to establish themselves in this 
new trade.

Curious Partners. 


PLANTS ANO ANIMALS THAT UNITE 


FOR MUTUAL HELPFULNESS. 
BY A SPECIAL CONTRIBUTOR. 

The principle of partnership, which makes 
so great a figure in the commercial world, 
is found in operation in both the plant and 
the animal kingdoms. 

Partnerships exist between certain plants 
and animals for their mutual benefit and de- 


fense. There is a group of plants in the. 


tropics called “ant-loving” or myrmeco- 
philous plants, which allows swarms of ants 
to feed upon the nectar secreted on the sur- 
face of the leaves tn the 
stems. 

The return which the sient Feceive for 
this hospitality is protection against another 
apecies of ants that are fond of eating their 
leaves. Other plants suffer greatly from the 
ravages of the leaf-eaters, but the latter are 


’ @riven off from the myrmecophilous plants 


by their ant friends. 

‘There have been pointed out many ia- 
stances of similar relations both between 
plants and en’wals and between different 


plants. The minute green bodies found on 
the fresh-water polyp have been shown to be 
vegetable cells which furnish sugar for the 
animal, while the latter in turn provides 
them with nourishment. 

The threads of fungus which flourish upon 
the roots of oaks and beeches surrounded by 
decaying leaf mould turn the latter into 
nourishment for the trees, and the seedlings 
of the trees are unable to grow amid such 
surroundings without the ald of the fungi. 

One of the most interesting of these part- 
nerships is one discovered among the or- 
ganisms of the “ginger-beer plant.” Two 
such organisms are principally concerned in 
the fermentation of ginger beer, a yeast and 
a bacterium. « 

The yeast produces a waste product which, 
if, allowed to accumulate, would arrest the 
process of fermentation; but this product is 
precisely what the bacterium needs for food, 
and thus it is absorbed by the one partner 
as fast as it is produced by the other, and 
the result is that the fermentation con- 
tinues for the benefit of both, and finally for 
the delectation of a third—man himself. 

Still another instance of this bot of com- 
bination for mutual benefit would appear to 


be furnished by those strange members of 


the vegetable bingdom known as “carniv- 
orous plants.” Some of these plants are 
aquatic, and feed upon youpg fish. They 
possess a peculiar peptonic power which en 
ables them to digest their anima) food it 
has been shown that this digestive ability is 
due to the presence in their sap of certain 
microorganisms which flourish upon the 
food that the carnivorous plants devour. 

It must not be assumed, therefore, in view 
of the above facts, that parasitical growths 
exist only at the expense of the plants or 
animals on which they are found. A little 
investigation may show, as in the case of the 
oaks and the fungi, that what we see Is not 
a battle for life between the two parties con- 
terned, but, on the other hand, a friendly 


union of their interests.

Altered War Words. 

{London Chronicie:}] An examination of 
modern military terms reveals the fact that 
very few of them possess the meaning or- 
iginally assigned to them. Munftions, for ex- 
ample, in ancient times signified not only 
the materials of warfare, but also the fixed 
defenses of an army. Thus the translators 
of the authorized version of the Bible use 
the phrase “munitions of rocks,” to translate 
“jmpregnabie rock fortresses,” and the de- 
fending army is charged to “keep the muni- 
tions” when the meaning is “guard the for- 
tresses.” Carriage is another word with a 
changed meaning. Acts appears the 
phrase “We took up our carriages.” It is 
one Greek word meaning “having packed 
up,” and the Geneva version (1557) has “we 
trussed up our fardels.” In those days the 
word's mieaning was “something carried,” 
not as now, “something that carries.”
